2. THE WORKSOP TROUPE, ORIGINALLY ANNOUNCED IN HANDBOOK OF 
THEMATIC PROGRAM VI-7 ON AMERICAN THEATER, INCLUDES 
DIRECTOR, TOM EVANS OF HANOVER COLLEGE, INDIANA, AND FOUR 
STUDENT ACTORS (TWO MEN-TWO WOMEN) TO BE SELECTED THROUGH 
AMERICAN THEATER ASSOCIATION, AN ORGANIZATION WHICH
